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1 . Claims 2-3 are still pending for examination. 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 2-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over G. 
M. Manzini et a. ["Interactive Books", International Journal of Modern Physics C, Vol. 5, 
No. 5, pp. 785-789, hereinafter Manzini] in view of Hartrick et al. [U.S. Patent No. 
5,532,920]. Both of these two references were cited in the previous office action. 

4. Manzini et al. discloses the invention substantially as claimed. Taking claims 2-3 
as exemplary claims, the reference anticipates a method for managing interactive web 
book (see the title, page 785), comprising: a) a sponsor (e.g., an author) to set up an 
interactive web book, section 3 of page 787, b) contributors (means for spreading the 
book (the information) in the large world of the electronic publishing, page 785) to 
contribute material to the interactive web book (e.g., see section 3 of page 787). 

Manzini et al. does not explicitly detail how the author (the sponsor) and 
contributors get pay based on a revenue derived form the use of the interactive web 
book (e.g., getting payment of royalties when the interactive book is replicated (copied)). 
Hartrick et al. on the other hand, clearly discloses the how the payment of royalties is 
collected and paid to the author and distributors. 

Because both of Manzini and Hartrick are directed to the electronic book, it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skilled in the art at the time the invention 
was made to incorporate the teaching of Hartrick into Manzini so that the proper 
payment of royalties of Manzini's interactive books can be collected. 
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5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 2-3 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
